Up  *u  approaching  one  of  th#  settle- 
ments of  these  people,  the  natives  fear- 
ing that  the  Arabs  wars  upon  them,  has- 
tily retreated  to  the  depths  of  the  jungle, 
h aving  in  the  village  one  of  the  young 
children.  II©  was  an  ungainly  littlo 
creature,  and  from  Saleh's  description 
bad  an  enormously  big  head,  protudmg 
lower  jaw,  and  an  ungainly  fat  body.
